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OLD INDIAN RELICS,;A.RE FOUND 


BY WORKMEN IN THE 


SOUTH. 


SANTA BARBARA, Cal., July 30.— 


Interesting discoveries of Indian relics 
have been made during the past few 
days by workmen employed in exca- 
vating on Burton Mound in this city, 
where a new hotel is being erected. 


From 
skeletons 
unearthed 
from 


around the roots o£ a group of trees 
and it is evident that the mound was 
a. battleground for prehistoric tribes 
of the mainland and the channel is- 
lands who fought there to the death, 
ages ago. 
From an excavation about 


one old cypress tree thirty separate 
skeletons were taken up, skulls being 
intwined in the roots of the tree. 
In 


one of the skulls was imbedded a stone 
arrow head and a perfectly preserved 
thigrh bone was found split nearly Its 
entire length by an arrow head which 
remained tightly wedged where it had 
struck, 


The skeletons when found lay in 


heaps, some on their faces and some 
doubled up as 1£ burial had been made 
hurridly after battle and not in the 
orderly manner which was the custom 
of the early Indians in time of peace. 


Stone implements have been found 


and in other parts of the mound sword 
blades and powder flasks of old design 
were uncovered, which is taken to In- 
dicate that the mou'nd was used as a. 
burial grounds by the earliest white 
explorers.

and should be particularly encourag- 
ing to the dairy men of the State in 
that it shows the California herd to 
rank among the first on the Continent 
in butter capacity. 
It has _been cus- 


tomary in the Hast to record the but- 
ter capacity of thoroughbred stock for 
&ome time, and the remarkable rank- 
Ing of the Pierce cows in the registered 
herds of the country was very gratify- 
ing both to the owners and Department. 


One of the cows -of the herd, "Fi- 


<3essa," ranks in the second or third 
place among the registered Holsteins. 
In seven days she produced twenty- 
five pounds of butter, and equalled her 
•weight in milk ever}' fifteen days. 
The 
report as tiled by Mr. Road- 


house shows the amount and kind of 
food given the cows, and the amount 
of butter fat produced by each 
cow 


during a. specified period. 
The record 


of each cow becomes public property, 
and Is open either to breeders or pro.s- 
pectlngr buyers. 
This is the first attempt made on 


the Coast to improve dairy stock by 
the application of scientific methods. 
Upon request of the owner of 
any 


thoroughbred herd, the department will 
»end its representative to examine .and 
test its butter capacity. 
The method 


adopted while simple is yet absolutely 
effective. 
and 
can leave no possible 


doubt in the mind of the owner as to 
the -north of his herd. At the same 
time the publication of the 
different 


records serves as an effective protec- 
tion to both breeders and buyers.

It turns out as might Tiave.teen ex- 


pected that Governor Gage is not re- 
sponsible for Dr. La-wlor remaining at 
the Glen Ellen Home for the Feeble 
Minded. Dr. Lawlor's resignation has 
not been accepted because the Trustees 
of the Home .have been unable to agree 
upon the choice of his successor. The 
Governor has nothing: to do with It, 
the law empowering the Trustees to 
elect the Superintendent. 
After 
the 


Governor ordered 
the 
investigation 


which 
resulted in his recommending 


the dismissal of Dr. Lawlor he left the 
choice of a new Superintendent entire- 
ly in the hands of the Trustees, de- 
clining to make even a recommenda- 
tion. 


Tiie Trustees have not found it so 


easy to find a properly equipped man 
to take the position. Physicians of the 
requisite training and experience gen- 
erally have more 
lucrative engage- 


ments. On the other hand, there are 
plenty of men anxiotis to take the Su- 
perintendency, Tjut they are either lay- 
men or medical men of small practice 
and limited experience. So difficult has 
it been found 
to sot an 
experienced 


alienist to accept the position that two 
of the Trustees seriously think the best 
thing to be done is to select some com- 
petent business man. The other Trus- 
tees to not agree with the proposition. 


Here is the whole motive and cause 


for the delay. Neither politics nor the 
Governor has anything to do with it. 
While it Is desirable to set rid of Law-, 
lor as quickly as 
possible, it 
would 


only pile one mistake on another to 
elect a successor who is incompetent or 
unfitted to perform the peculiar duties 
of Superintendent of the Home. 
It 


was Governor Gage's original intention 
for Dr. Hatch, President of the Lunacy 
Commission, to take temporary charge 
of the institution, but Dr. Hatch was j 
much averse to doing so, and there 
were legal obstacles to such a course 
besides.

FRANCE. 


It sounds somewhat 
extraordinary 


to read of the government of the coun- 
try which revoked the Edict of Nantes 
suppressing by force of arms Catholic 
Schools. 
But 
the 
French idea oC 


liberty is difficult for the American 
mind to understand. 
Here we have 


complete 
religious freedom, 
but 
in 


France the method of preserving relig- 
ious liberty Is for the State to regulate 
worship 
ancl 
the ' denominational 


schools. 
It is easy to see that this is 


not liberty at all, for it imposes polit- 
ical disabilities on 
the 
clergy and 


places religious education under severe 
restrictions. In America a clergyman 
is as free as any man to express pol- 
itical views or to participate in pol- 
itics, and the various religious denom- 
inations can maintain tis many schools 
as they like. In the French republic 
a priest may not criticize the govern- 
ment or publicly advise his congrega- 
tion about political action. 
Even the 


highest dignitaries of the church in 
France have been disciplined by the 
government for their political opinions. 
This applies alike to the clergy of all' 
denominations, which is fair enough 
in one respect, but that fact is far from 
divesting the policy of Its character as 
a restraint upon religious freedom.
